force for flood meeting 


SOUTH Somerset district councillor Nigel Mermager 
has been elected as First Vice-President of the Con¬ 
gress of Council of Europe - the first time anyone 
from the UK has held the position. 

The Council of Europe was established in Stras¬ 
bourg in 1949 largely at the instigation of Winston 
Churchill, with the objective of promoting democ¬ 
racy, human rights and the rule of law throughout Eu¬ 
rope after the Second World War. It has grown over 
the years and now covers 47 countries including Rus¬ 
sia and the European parts of the former Soviet 
Union. 

The Congress, founded in 1994, is the local govern¬ 
ment section of the Council of Europe. 

Councillor Mermagen, who represents Chard 
Avishayes, has been a member of the UK delegation 
since 2006, which consists of 36 elected members 
from all levels of local government in the UK and 
from the Scottish, Welsh and Northern Irish assem¬ 
blies. 

During his time with the Congress, Councillor Mer¬ 


magen has concentrated on election observation and 
the monitoring of local democracy, mainly in the 
newly independent countries of eastern and southern 
Europe. 

Speaking about his appointment to the role of First 
Vice-President, Councillor Mermagen said: “I am 
very pleased to have been elected to a senior position 
in an organisation that Britain did so much to found 
65 years ago. 

“The work I have done with the Congress has 
helped to strengthen local democracy in countries 
which for historical reasons have suffered dictator¬ 
ship and lack of independence in recent centuries. 

“My experience over more than 20 years as a coun¬ 
cillor on Chard Town Council, South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council and Somerset County Council has been 
very useful to me in this interesting work.” 

Councillor Mermagen sits on the Congress as a 
South Somerset district councillor but at no expense 
to the district council or the council tax payer. 



Council welcomes'constructive criticism'from Ofsted inspection 


SOMERSET County Council has welcomed construc¬ 
tive feedback in the latest Ofsted inspections of its 
work for children and young people, and says it will 
make urgent improvements where necessary. 

The report published this week summarises out¬ 
comes of 39 inspections carried out in September and 
October. It looks at the role the county council plays 
in improving services for vulnerable children and high¬ 
lights some strengths as well as recommendations for 
improvement. 

The report highlights effective school-to-school sup¬ 
port in primary schools, with 15 of the 19 inspected 
being “good” or “outstanding”, seven increasing their 
Ofsted rating and eight retaining their “good” judg¬ 
ment. 

Three Pupil Referral Units (PRU), which cater for 
some of the most vulnerable children in the area, were 
inspected and all are judged to be “good”. 

The local authority special school that was inspected 
was rated “good” and inspectors note that special edu¬ 
cational needs co-ordinators in schools and colleges 
have strong links with the council and share informa¬ 
tion well. 


Some 80 per cent of the schools inspected for this re¬ 
port are “good” or “outstanding” and inspectors recog¬ 
nised that the majority of mainstream pupils do well 
in all key stages. They also highlighted the “very ef¬ 
fective support” being provided by care staff for chil¬ 
dren with complex needs. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, said: “Everyone knows much im¬ 
provement is needed urgently in many areas, but it’s 
important also to recognise the positives. We have put 
a lot of effort into supporting improvements in primary 
schools and that is making a difference for children. 
Our PRUs are doing well and I am pleased to note the 
strengths of the FE college inspected. 

“Eighty-five per cent of primary and secondary 
schools in Somerset are now judged to be ‘good’ or 
‘outstanding’ compared to the national average of 80 
per cent, and that is something that everyone involved 
in education can take heart from.” 

Two children’s homes offering short breaks for chil¬ 
dren with disabilities were found to be “adequate”. The 
council had already decided to close both of the chil¬ 
dren's homes judged to be “inadequate” before the in¬ 


MP continues campaign to dual road 


LOCAL MP David Laws has urged the government to 
use the planned investment in the A303 to dual the 
entire stretch of the road east of the Blackdown Hills, 
and to dual the section of the A358 running from 
llminsterto the M5. 

It was announced earlier this month that money will 
be made available in the Autumn Statement to help 
improve the A303 road, but precise details of the 
plans have not yet been finalised. 

Mr Laws, Liberal Democrat Mp for Yeovil, has 
strongly supported the campaign to dual the A303 
east of the Blackdown Hills ever since he was elected 
in 2001. During that time he has also called for an 
extra carriageway to be added to the stretch of the 
A358 running from llminster to the M5. 

In the last few months Mr Laws has met with both 
Transport Secretary Patrick McLoughlin MP and the 
Chief Secretary to the Treasury, Danny Alexander MP, 
to discuss the need for improvements to the A303 
and A358 roads ahead of this year's Autumn State¬ 
ment. 

Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg visited Yeovil re¬ 
cently to see first-hand the problems faced by mo¬ 
torists using the A303 road and to look at potential 


solutions to these problems with local business lead¬ 
ers. 

Mr Laws said: "I am of course delighted that we have 
managed to secure money to improve the A303, but 
any investment must allow us to put in place a fully 
costed plan to dual the A303 east of the Blackdown 
Hills as well as the stretch of the A358 running from 
llminster to the M5. 

"I have been campaigning, along with Liberal De¬ 
mocrats in the region, for the dualling of the entire 
stretch of the A303 east of the Blackdown Hills for 
many years now. It is the only way to ensure that mo¬ 
torists get the road they need and that the South 
West gets the transport infrastructure it deserves. We 
have been relying on a predominantly single car¬ 
riageway road for far too long, and that simply has to 
change.' 

"Liberal Democrats worked incredibly hard to se¬ 
cure investment for the A303, but the Autumn State¬ 
ment needs to set out how this money will be used 
to dual the road east of the Blackdown Hills, a move 
which will benefit our local economy and dramatically 
cut journey times for motorists, many of whom who 
rely on the A303 on a daily basis." 


Warning to shed owners after spate of thefts 


POLICE are asking garden and allotment shed own¬ 
ers to make sure their tools are properly secure and 
identifiable after a spate of burglaries across Somer¬ 
set. 

Sheds along the main roads across the county are 
being picked most often, with petrol-powered tools 
commonly stolen from outbuildings often left un¬ 
locked after dark. 

Offences such as these have been recorded in 
most towns and large villages over the last month, 
with the A38 corridor from West Buckland to the 
Devon border, along the A39 from Minehead to 
Bridgwater, A371 and A361 in Mendip, and the area 


between Chard and Yeovil particularly favoured. 

Any suspicious activity which might relate to these 
burglaries should be reported to police or 
Crimestoppers, particularly involving white transit 
vans which have been mentioned a number of times 


in crime reports. 

Sargent Nigel Downey said: "The offenders are 
looking for valuable tools like strimmers, lawnmow- 
ers and chainsaws so my advice is that owners of 
items like these make sure they are as secure as pos¬ 
sible and that they note the model and serial num¬ 
ber so we can return them if recovered and make 
successful prosecutions."

Councillor Nicholson added: “We have acknowl¬ 
edged where things are not good enough for children, 
we are committed to driving urgent improvements and 
these are already underway. With our education and 
health partners we must ensure we support every one 
of our children to realise their potential.” 


SOUTH Somerset turned out this week in force for 
reassurance and information on flooding as the 
winter approaches. 

The meeting, hosted by South Somerset District 
Council, was attended by well over 100 residents 
who were provided with information about the 
work of the Flood Action Plan with particular focus 
on county highway projects in the district, the En¬ 
vironment Agency's asset repair work, dredging 
and the proposed Somerset Rivers Authority. 

Residents were also given the opportunity to ask 
questions at the end of the presentation and to 
talkto people involved in community flood plans, 
insurance issues, the Environment Agency, grants, 
rescue services, Highways and more. 

Speaking after the meeting, Councillor Ric Pallis- 
ter, leader of South Somerset District Council, said: 
"This was a well attended event that gave local 
residents the opportunity to understand what has 
changed since this time last year and what the fu¬ 
ture plans are. 

"The highlight of the evening was undoubtedly 
the Environment Agency team and their illustra¬ 
tions that clearly and simply explained how the 
water on the levels and moors is managed and 
where the key trigger points are for operating 
pumps and sluices to prevent widespread flood¬ 
ing beyond the systems design capacity. 

"I was delighted that so many local residents at¬ 
tended and were clearly engaged in debate and 
discussion with the experts. Early and effective 
regular communication on the part of all the 
agencies will be a key feature in the future and this 
was an excellent first step along that road." 

South Somerset's meeting was the first held dis¬ 
trict meeting, several of which are being held 
around Somerset as part of the 20 Year Flood Ac¬ 
tion Plan, set up after the extreme floods last win¬ 
ter, at the government's request.

He was put 
to sleep whilst we cradled him in our arms. The fol¬ 
lowing morning I was a mess, I had all this love to give 
and no one to give it to. 

"I remembered reading an article in the local paper 
the previous week about Feme Animal Sanctuary ap¬ 
pealing for someone to adopt two dogs who had 
been in the kennels for so long they were starting to 
show signs of depression. 

"I telephoned the sanctuary fully expecting the 
dogs to be in their forever homes already. I spoke to 
Tara Nirula, who explained there had been a lot of in¬ 
terest but people were loathe to adopt two big dogs 
who, to put it nicely, didn't like the company of other 
dogs! 

"A couple of hours later I was introduced to Sherman 
and Lola. I cannot explain why or how, but I knew they 
needed me as much as I needed them. 

"This was my first visit to Feme Animal Sanctuary 
and I cannot express enough how wonderful and 
amazing all the staff are. The love and care they show 
to the animals is unbelievable.

'A Driver Is For Life - Not Just For Christmas' 


BLACK Friday - Sofa Sunday - Cyber Monday; 
recognised as the biggest shopping days of 
the year and when logistics operators will be 
put under pressure to deliver the goods - 
which won't be helped this Christmas be¬ 
cause of the growing problem of driver short¬ 
age. 

Christmas shopping starts in earnest this 
week beginning with 'Black Friday'- the Amer¬ 
ican shopping extravaganza which has made 
its way to the UK. This year, more than ever, 
Britain will be swamped with discounts online 
and in the High Street. Almost one in four pur¬ 
chases are expected to be made online as 
shoppers spend £1.7bn a day in the run-up to 
Christmas and all have to delivered to the cus¬ 
tomer on time for the big day. 

But the Freight Transport Association (FTA) 
is warning that the problem of driver short¬ 
age is a long term issue and not just one that 
is going to affect the festive season. 

"A driver is for life not just for Christmas" is 
the message from logistics operators who

have taken part in an FTA survey with 94% of 
participants saying that they see driver short¬ 
age as a real concern to the freight industry. 

Sally Gilson, FTA Skills Policy Manager stated: 

"With just a month to go until Christmas day 
- it is clear that the festive season is at the 
forefront of our minds - but driver shortage 
is not just a seasonal issue but a long- term 
problem. FTA has long voiced its worries re¬ 
garding driver shortage and is calling on the 
government to support the freight industry 
with funding in order to encourage new driv¬ 
ers to enrol in the logistics industry." 

The FTA survey results illustrate that there is 
no'north-south divide'when it comes to a lack 
of drivers as the delegates attending the cur¬ 
rent FTATransport Manager Conference series 
2014 at venues around the country including 
Brands Hatch, Durham, Warrington, Leeds, 
Taunton, Huntingdon, Chepstow, Dunblane, 
Sheffield and Slough were joined in their re¬ 
sponse. The Association's survey also con¬ 
firmed that driver shortage is not only a 
concern on the run-up to Christmas but a po¬ 
tential problem in the longer term. 

Delegates attending the FTATransport Man¬ 
ager Conference series were asked to answer 
a 'snap-shot' survey relating to their own 
freight operations and were asked:"On a scale 
of 1 -5 how bad is the driver shortage?" 

And our survey said: 


67% of respondents in Durham said that 
driver shortage is 'very bad - and that it will 
be a major issue' 

60% delegates in Warrington replied that'it 
is bad and could impact Christmas deliveries' 

57% of attendees at the Dunblane event 
said that it is 'a potential problem in the 
longer term' 

FTA is once again highlighting the serious 
issue of delivering the goods in time for 
Christmas and is claiming that the freight in¬ 
dustry is in need of drivers to meet the de¬ 
mand in the weeks up to the busiest time of 
the year for many businesses. In addition the 
Association estimates that the number of 
drivers that will need to be recruited over the 
next few years exceeds 45,000. 

Ms Gilson concluded: 

"It is clear that from the FTA survey that the 
issue of driver shortage is one of genuine con¬ 
cern. This is the busiest time of the year for 
many businesses. With 'Black Friday' looming 
and thanks to the e-commerce explosion with 
so many people buying goods on line it is 
only going to get busier. It may appear that 
there are more 'trucks on the road' but they 
are simply trying to deliver the goods or¬ 
dered. The simple fact is that this is a case of 
supply and demand but the real problem is 
that there simply aren't enough drivers to 
meet it."

Talbot recovers to secure last minute victory 


PREVIOUS double winner Dudley Sterry, having 
failed to secure a hat-trick of victories last year in his 
supercharged MG J2, returned to the Southern 
Counties Hardy Classic Trial last weekend looking to 
achieve that elusive victory. 

But he was again denied the premier award when 
the conditions proved too much of a challenge for 
the venerable partnership. 

A maximum 12-point penalty on the third test 
means the elusive triple will have to wait for another 
year. 

Heavy rainfall during the week preceding the na¬ 
tional championship qualifier gave the event a com¬ 
pletely different character to that of 12 months ago 
when conditions were considerably drier. 

Undeterred, the entry of over 80 motorcycles and 
cars departed the Southern Counties Shooting 
Lodge start with the challenge of 13 testing sections 
utilising old roads and farm tracks all with a steep 
gradient. 

The object of this sporting exercise, being the fur¬ 


ther up the section and/or gradient the car goes the 
less penalties accrued. If you reach the top then no 
penalties apply and the score is 'O' or a 'dean' as it is 
referred to in trialling. 

The first test, near Minterne Magna, allowed com¬ 
petitors to become accustomed to the conditions 
under wheel, with all but one of the motorcycles 
going clear and just two of the four wheel contin¬ 
gent accruing penalties. 

The first of two sections north of Maiden Newton 
started to test all categories, with only five of the car 
classes netting zero penalties. 

Steady rainfall then made the conditions even 
more demanding which was illustrated when last 
year's winner, Carl Talbot dropped 10 penalty points 
on the fourth test of the day which was situated just 
off of the A37 Dorchester to Yeovil road. 

Having given the initiative to Ian Davis in his VW 
Buggy the Morris Trial master pilot kept his focus and 
was back in contention by the time the event ap¬ 
proached Bridport and Beaminster where Davis 


picked up a total of nine penalties on two tests, leav¬ 
ing his advantage as a tenuous single point. 

Both Talbot and Davis went clean at Meerhay, 
north of Beaminster, leaving the outcome open as 
they headed to the Mike's Mess test. Here the out¬ 
come of the event was determined. 

Davis received nine penalties but so did all of his 
rivals in the 'specials'class with the exception of Tal¬ 
bot who cleared the section without penalty and 
took his second win on the Woolbridge Motor Club 
organised event. 

The Class "0" category for more standard ma¬ 
chines saw a steady performance by Weymouth 
Leige Sport driver Phil Hyde take him to the head of 
the division, but his performance was such that he 
won the Best Woolbridge Motor Club member 
award and was therefore taken out of the class 
order. 

This left an epic battle for the class win raging 
right until the end between the Suzuki x90 of Paul 
Brooks and John Tite from Lyons Gate. 


The Ford Jago driver progressively built an advan¬ 
tage on the early sections but dropped five points at 
Meerhay and lost a further three to his opponent on 
the penultimate section of the event to leave the 
scores level. 

The class honours went to the Jago man by virtue 
of his faster performance on a timed test, the results 
of which were employed to determine a winner in 
such circumstances. 

As in 2013 the motorcycle class B2 catered for solo 
motorcycles between 225cc and 450cc and again it 
provided the overall winner of the motorcycle event 
in the form of Gas Pampera rider Geoff Walker who, 
as he did last year, took his 237cc machine around 
the course without penalty. 

With Walker elevated to the overall two wheel win, 
the class honours went to Dorchester Husaberg 
TE250 rider Daniel Tinney who dropped scores on 
only two tests to end the event nine points clear of 
his nearest challenger, Ian Barton, with his Suzuki 
DR2400 on a penalty total of 19.
